SUPREME COURT PICKS UP 
AFFIRMATIVE ACTION DEBATE

The U.S. Supreme Court has agreed to 
consider rolling back university affirma- 
tive action programs, re-entering a racially 
charged debate by accepting an appeal from 
a rejected white applicant to the University 
of Texas. 


The appeal takes aim at a 2003 Supreme 
Court decision that said universities could 
continue to consider the race of their appli- 
cants to help ensure campus diversity 
Universities have had the court’s blessing 
for affirmative action since the 1978 Regents 
of the University of California v. Bakke 


decision gave race-conscious admissions 
a limited endorsement. 

With five of the nine current justices 
openly skeptical about racial classifications, 
Tuesday’s action suggests the court at a min- 
imum will scale back diversity programs. 

The court probably “will hold that uni- 
versities are in most cases barred from us- 
ing race,” said Richard Kahlenberg, a senior 
fellow at the Century Foundation in Wash- 
ington who has written books on education 
and taught constitutional law. 


He said he expects the court will “leave 
the door open a crack to using race as a last 
resort’ when race-neutral alternatives fail to 
produce sufficient diversity.” 

The justices will hear the latest case- 
in which student Abigail Noel Fisher said 
she suffered discrimination when she ap- 
plied to the university’s flagship Austin 
campus— during the nine -month term that 
starts in October, potentially with argu- 
ments before the November presidential 
election.

The case will test the effect of the court’s 
changed makeup, particularly the 
2006 retirement of Justice Sandra Day 
O’Connor, who wrote the 2003 opinion, 
and the appointment of her successor. 
Justice Samuel Alito. 

Alito, along with Chief Justice John 
Roberts, was in the majority in a 2007 de- 
cision that put new limits on public school 
integration efforts-and raised questions 
about the viability of other race-based 
government policies. 

In that case. Justice Anthony Kennedy 
emerged as the court’s swing vote on 
questions of race. 

“It’s clear that it’s the conservative 
bloc that wanted the court to take this 
case,’’ said Curt Levey, an opponent of 
race-based admissions and the execu- 
tive director of the Committee for Justice 
in Washington. “I don’t think they would 
have taken it unless they had the fifth vote 
from Kennedy.’’ 


Texas says it uses race in a more limited way 
than the University of Michigan Law School. 
Texas says that, unlike Michigan, it doesn’t 
track the racial composition of its entering 
class during the admissions process. Texas 
also says it doesn’t have numerical goals for 
minority admissions. 

Texas uses a system that combines racial 
preferences with a rule that guarantees ad- 
mission to state residents who graduate in 
the top 10 percent of their high school class. 
The so-called Top Ten Percent Law was de- 
signed in part to boost minority admissions 
at state universities. 

One issue for the Supreme Court will be 
whether the hybrid nature of Texas’s ap- 
proach undermines the rationale for race- 
based admissions. A federal appeals court in 
New Orleans upheld the Texas system. 

Fisher’s lawyers point to statistics indicat- 
ing that the Top Ten Percent Law, enacted in 
1997, was helping ensure a significant num- 
ber of minority students even without explic- 
it consideration of race. 


The 2003 ruling, Grutter v. Bollinger, said admissions officers can consider race 
as part of a “holistic” review of the applicant’s file. On the same day, the justices 
struck down a separate affirmative action program they said was too mechanistic. 
Justice Elena Kagan didn’t take part in Tuesday’s action and probably won’t par- 
ticipate when the court hears the case. She was the Obama administration’s top 
courtroom lawyer when the administration filed a brief at the appeals court level 
supporting affirmative action. 

Affirmative action is widespread at selective private universities and state insti- 
tutions. Multinational corporations including General Electric and Hewlett-Packard 
have said a diverse workforce is important for their global competitiveness, said 
Ada Meloy, general counsel of the American Council on Education, a Washington 
nonprofit representing more than 1,600 college presidents.

Building a startup from a simple idea to a 
million-dollar business can be tough, and 
Kevin Willar knows it. 

Part of that struggle, the president of 
the Chicagoland Entrepreneurial Center 
said, is finding a place for a young tech 
startup to call home base for its opera- 
tions. That means high-speed Internet, 
phones, workspace, some meeting rooms 
and storage— all of which can be over- 
whelming for a fledgling business just get- 
ting its feet wet. 

Enter 1871, anonproflt, 50,000-square- 
foot space in the Merchandise Mart. The 
venture will house hundreds of entre- 
preneurs who pay month to month for 
a shared workspace as they launch their 
ventures. Set to open in the spring, more 
than 100 companies have requested 
space in the office. 

“Entrepreneurs represent a massive 
amount of people in this city” Willar said. 
“We’re building a place where new com- 
panies can be built.” 

Willar said 1871 will serve as a “step- 
pingstone” for young tech startups, 
which later may raise enough capital to 
move to spaces of their own. But while 
they grow, Willar said, 1871 will offer 
classes and workshops for startups inside 
the center. Space also will be set aside for 
various Chicago universities and invest- 
ment firms to have a presence. 

He said he hopes companies such as 
Groupon continue to fund small startups, 
and said that sort of reinvestment in the 
startup community will make Chicago a 
more desirable place for entrepreneurs. 

“Right now we are really hitting our 
stride,” Willar said. “There wiU be a clear 
sign of success or failure {with 1871}; you’re 
not going to be able to spin that very much.”

Jenna Compton has no TV. Her fridge contains Oscar Meyer tur- 
key cold cuts, which she eats without bread or condiments. And her 
expensive gym membership has been abandoned in favor of a com- 
munity workout center. 

It’s safe to say the 26 -year-old Andersonville resident is light-years 
from being a millionaire. But she has one thing in her pocket— an 
idea— that she’s really hoping to cash in on. 

Compton, a freelance graphic designer with plans for a social 
media website, joins a burgeoning crowd of digital pioneers with 
their eyes set on becoming the next startup success in Chicago. The 
number of such ventures grew from about 80 in 2010 to about 120 
in 2011, according to the Illinois Innovation Council. In January 
Merchandise Mart tenants announced plans for an expansive center, 
dubbed 1871, to house office space for entrepreneurs with projects in 
their early stages. In the shadow of other multimillion-dollar start- 
ups born in Chicago— heard of Groupon or GrubHub?— Compton 
and other entrepreneurs say they are willing to live on the cheap and 
persevere in their quest to become the next big thing. 

“It’s something that I don’t know how to explain. I have always 
had a tendency to go for my own thing,” she said. 

“Whenever I am in a different atmosphere 
and I am someone else’s employee, I 
tend to feel like creativity is stifled 
or you’re playing by someone 
else’s rules.” 

Compton, who works 
part-time and freelance 
jobs to make ends meet, 
has spent the past three 
months in her room 
behind a hand-sanded 
wooden desk with a Lil 
Wayne poster above it. 

She and two business 
partners are in the early 
stages of developing Go- 
Sosh, a site they say will 
allow businesses to reward 
customers through social 
media. Though she faces many 
obstacles, Compton said, the po 

tential for success drives her. 

“It’s scary” she said. “But I feel it’s more of 
a challenge of yourself to succeed as an entrepreneur.” 

Her partner, Waylon Janowiak, said working toward a profitable 
business is worth the sacrifices of sleep and social activity 

“The big thing is knowing [your idea] is going to help someone 
in some way or another,” the 20 -year-old Bridgeport resident said. 
Between school and a part-time information technology job, he han- 
dles technical aspects of GoSosh, where a i or 2 a.m. bedtime is com- 
mon before waking up the next day at 7 a.m. for work. His office is

his bedroom, where multiple monitors take up space on a glass 
desk next to the whiteboard where he jots down ideas. 

The team is rounded out by Joshua Hensley 19, of Bronzeville, 
who shares his ideas with the rest of the team on napkins and note- 
book paper. He said the group is able to operate without much fund- 
ing because each member contributes skills to the project. 

“Success is not achieved by earning a mountain of cash or securing 
some great corporate title,” he said. “Success is finding your passion 
and using it to effect positive change in the world.” 

A bit further in the process is Richard Komaiko, 26, who said he 
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remembers the cash-strapped days of his startup, 
attorneyfee.com. He ate ramen and watched as his 
law school friends made tens of thousands of dollars 
working summer internships as he focused on his 
idea. He rarely went out, he said, and when he did see 
family and friends, all he could talk about was his site, 
which aggregates information about legal costs. 

But, he said, the days of relying mostly on student 
loans is over. After the first version of the site turned a 
profit, Komaiko said the startup has relaunched with 
a new vision, and he has his sights set on a multimil- 
lion-dollar business he says will turn the legal world 
on its head. Still, he recalls the early days, living in 
one-bedroom apartments that also served as his of- 
fice space. 

“The reality of it was pretty bleak,” he said, recall- 
ing working on the site two years into law school. 

He said the decision to pursue a career outside law 
once he graduated was made for him. The premise of 
attorneyfee.com— publishing data on average prices 
law firms charge for basic services— wouldn’t be 
looked kindly upon by future employers. In fact, the 


site was threatened with three lawsuits even before it 
formally launched two years ago, and media attention 
to his mission burned bridges. 

He estimated struggling for about two years before 
things got better and said any small startup should an- 
ticipate a fewyears of living more than modestly Now 
the I o -employee startup is housed in a brick-and-tim- 
ber loft office in River North, and the company had 
enough money last year to take a trip to Puerto Val- 
larta, Mexico. 

“That’s not wasted time, it’s time when you’re 
learning,” he said. 

For Compton, who’s only three months in to de- 
veloping GoSosh and faces at least six months of esti- 
mated beta testing ahead, things do get tough. 

“Once every month I go through a phase. I’ll have 
one ‘oh {bleep}’ day and then I will be good,” she said. 
“I think if I do ever make it to huge success, I know I 
am going to appreciate this time of growth. I just feel 
like I am fulfilling my talents, not just sitting at a desk 
job 9 to 5.”

GrubHub, from

Mike Evans was all in when he started GrubHub. 

The 34-year-old co-founder of the online food order and delivery 
site quit his job when co-founder and current CEO Matt Maloney, 
36, signed the first restaurant on to use GrubHub’s site to take orders. 
With no money or funding for his operation in March 2004, Evans said 
he spent most of his time in restaurants persuading them to join the 
growing GrubHub network of Chicago eateries, and unlike what some 
starving startups encounter, the experience kept him fed. 

“I knew I only had a few months to get it to work before I couldn’t 
handle the personal strain of finances,” he said. “I didn’t really have to 
worry about going hungry because I was signing up restaurants. They 
kept feeding me.” 

And though many startups spend time living meagerly Evans said 
he was making a comfortable living in a few months after GrubHub 
launched through a combination of little sleep and eager clients who 
signed up for the service. It wasn’t without sweat equity, however. He 
rode his bike to sell the idea to many of the restaurants that adopted 
the site in its early stages, doing programming at night from an extra 
bedroom in his Andersonville apartment. 

“I think that the important thing is having an idea that I believed in, 
something I went for and just jumped for,” he said. 

Fast-forward to 2012, when Evans is the chief operating officer of 
a site that has raised more than $50 million and is serving up delivery 
and pickup service to more than 75 cities. Despite the success, Evans 
said little about his life has changed, even as GrubHub approaches its 
eighth birthday 

“My lifestyle is really similar,” he said, quipping that after getting home 
from a recent business trip, he ordered chicken wings using his own site. 
Even from the beginning, he said he knew his idea would be a hit. 

“That’s a common attribute of entrepreneurs: Most of them are very 
good at deluding themselves and thinking {their idea] is going to be the 
next big thing,” he said. “That turned out to be true for me.”

Stage set for CPS showdown

Hundreds of community activists, parents, 
students and union leaders arc expected to 
converge Wednesday morning at Chicago 
Public Schools’ headquarters to pressure the 
school board to reject a reform package that 
includes closing or overhauling 17 struggling 
schools. 

School closing meetings historically have 
drawn protesters en masse to the cramped 
school board conference room on the fifth floor 
of CPS’ downtown offices. But this vote will be 
closely watched because it is the first time May- 
or Emanuers school board and CPS leadership 
team will take such actions as they try to trans- 
form the city’s public school system. 

Momentum has steadily built for weeks as 
parents and activists have filed a federal law- 
suit, staged rallies, picketed, tossed insults, 
occupied City Hall and held a candlelight vigil 
outside Emanuel’s Rave ns wood home to pro^ 
test the proposed actions. 

“I understand people are anxious. I respect 
that, because change is hard,” Emanuel said 
Tuesday at an unrelated news conference. 
‘'But watching, year in and year out, kids cap- 
tured in a system that’s failing is harder.” 

In the face of mounting tension, Emanuel 
and CPS have stood firm, setting the stage for 
the most emotionally charged school board 
meeting of the year. ITie political stakes for 
both sides are high. 

“dBis is the mayor’s snowplow and it better 
be working,” said DePaul University profes- 
sor Barbara Radner, recalling former Chicago 
Mayor Aiichael Bilandic’s famously slow re- 
sponse in getting snowplows moving after a 


major storm, a misstep that some say cost him 
the 1979 election. “'I'his is [Emanuel’s] agenda. 
And if he’s going to have a clear path toward ac- 
complishing it, he can’t have a union pothole.” 
At a City Council education commit- 


tee meeting Tuesday, Aid. Latasha 'lliomas 
(17th), who chairs the committee, chided 
CPS officials for not taking community input 
when deciding which schools to close or turn 
around. Many of the district-created Com- 


munity Action Councils have complained 
about being left out of the process. 

“I think if they were utilized, some of the 
surprises would not have happened,” Thomas 
said. 


State’s budget outlook bleak

SPRINGFIELD Gov Quinn will deliver a bad-news budget 
Wednesday suggesting that Illinois close numerous prisons, 
mental health centers and social service offices, cut health 
care for the poor and shut down popular tourist sites for two 
days a week at times during the year. 

Money for schools would remain essentially flat— a better 
fate than the 9 percent cuts most state agencies would suffer. 
The problem is the same as it’s been for years at the Capi- 
tol— there’s not enough money coming in while costs are 
rising. The quick math: The state expects to take in about 


$700 million more during the financial year that starts 
July 1. State worker pension costs alone will rise by more 
than Si billion. 

‘‘There’s no new money for anything else, that’s the 
squeeze,” said David Vaught, Quinn’s budget director. 

(^inn aides said Tuesday the governor will not call for 
general tax or fee hikes, but does plan to call for closing 
business tax loopholes that companies argue are tax hikes 
because they have to pay more to the state. Absent a lack 
of major new revenue, that means major cuts again are on 
the agenda.

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Judge: Wiener’s Circle lawsuit 
bit off more than it could chew

A federal judge this month dismissed the law- 
suit a Chicago woman filed against the Travel 
Channel for filming her in the Wiener’s Circle 
in Lincoln Park. 

Jennifer Zglobicki filed the class-action 
suit last year, saying the show “Extreme Fast 
Food” filmed her in the restaurant without 
her consent. The Travel Channel asked the 
judge, Charles R. Norgle, to throw the case 
out and said Zglobicki was essentially asking 


for $i billion from the lawsuit. Lawyers for 
the channel also argued that Zglobicki’s film- 
ing was “incidental” to the taping of the show. 

The judge agreed and said the fast-food 
stand, famous for berating customers and 
tossing out foul language, was a subject of le- 
gitimate public interest. The lawsuit was dis- 
missed “with prejudice,” meaning Zglobicki 
cannot refile her suit. 

The case was dismissed Feb. 2 in U.S. Dis- 
trict Court.

D NEW YORK Couples who may be head- 
ing for a nasty breakup should be careful 
about texting because it could end up as evi- 
dence against them in divorce court. 

More than 90 percent of America’s top di- 
vorce attorneys said they have seen a spike in the 
number of cases using evidence from iPhones 
and other smartphones in the past three years, 
according to the American Academy of Matri- 
monial Lawyers. 

The rise in texting evidence follows a similar 
trend two years ago when the AAML, a pro- 
fessional group of 1,600 members who handle 
prenuptial agreements, legal separations, annul- 
ments, custody battles, property divisions and 
the rights of unmarried couples, noticed a surge 
in evidence from Facebook pages. 

“With emails you can think about and rewrite 
them. There is a window of opportunity to re-

think what you are saying, but text messaging 
is immediate,” said Ken Altshuler, president of 
the AAML.

He described texts as “spontaneous venting” 
that can come back to haunt people because 
they are written records of someone’s thoughts, 
actions and intentions. 

Even a text message on a phone seen by some- 
one over a shoulder, if the source is credible, can 
cause problems in divorce hearings.

I imagine packing for a trip like this was a 
daunting task. 

It was really daunting, actually And to be 
honest, I’m pretty bad at packing to begin 
with. We would talk to some people and they 
would be like, “Oh, it’s going to be freezing. 
Bring all your best winter gear.” Then other 
people were like, “It sounds worse on paper 
than it is.” It turned out to be every bit as 
intense as those people that were warning us 
claimed it would be. 

What was the most jaw-dropping part of the 
experience? 

For some reason with “jaw-dropping” I think 
of something that was a little bit negative. 
During the winter, [Mongolian capital]

Everywhere 
we went I think we made an impression, and 
they definitely made an impression on us. 

Did anyone try to teach you traditional 
throat singing? 


I did spend about 20 minutes speaking to 
this guy in this one town who was sort of the 
master of the art form. I did my approxima- 
tion of it, which he thought was pretty funny 
Then he showed me how you really do it, and 
after about five seconds my throat was already 
tearing up. It was like, “If I do this anymore 
I’m not going to be able to sing tonight.”

Fun lives up to the name

Having limited exposure to previous work 
from Fun (an indie super-group compris- 
ing members of the Format, Anathallo 
and Steel Train), I showed up to the New 
Tbrk outfit’s sophomore full-length merely 
expecting some fun indie pop.
